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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Milford, N. H.: 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith sub- 
mit their report for the year ending December 31st, 
1944, together with financial report of the Treasurer. 

During the year, the Board held twelve regular and 
one special meeting. 

We had two petitions for extension of the mains; 
one on North Street and one at the end of Elm Street. 
The North Street extension could not be allowed, as 
the revenue was not sufficient, as required by our rules 
and regulations. The Elm Street extension was 
allowed, when Mr. Charles Hayward offered to as- 
sume part of the expense, and in so doing we could 
allow the extension. : 

The only other major expense was for material to 
repair the cement cover on the filtered water well. The 
total cost was to be some over $900.00; the material 
costing over $700.00 and the balance for labor. Cold 
freezing weather began before work was. started, 
therefore, it must wait until spring when the work can 
be completed. The work included repairs on the cover 
of filtered water well, waterproofing the said cover, 
also waterproofing the cover on the filters and the out- 
side of the coke well. 

This coming year we are faced with the major job 
of painting the interior and exterior of the Standpipes. 
The cost will be somewhere between two and three 
thousand dollars, and this has got to be done this year. 

With our funds, we were able to reduce our bond- 
ed debt $2000.00 and to pay all interest charges. 

When conditions return to normal in the country 
and we can purchase material, we have many projects 
that will have to be done that will call for funds in 
excess of our income, as of now. Our Superintendent’s 
report mentions some of the planned projects. 
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Collections have been somewhat better during the 


past year and our list of accounts receivable is the low- 
est it has been for many years. 

During the drought last summer, we had plenty of 
water to furnish the needs of all consumers; none be- 
ing asked to curtail.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
_ I herewith present my report as Superintendent of 
Sewers for the year 1944. 

The activities of this department have been con- 
fined largely to general maintenance, mostly on the 
so called Riverbank, where the main sewer crosses at 
the Ford Garage and continues down below the Elec- 
tric Power Plant. | 

We laid a new sewer on West Street from Spauld- 
ing, about 800 feet; this accommodates two houses. 
Owing to increased prices and the shortage of labor, 
we overran our appropriation. 

The Cottage Street sewer gives more froubte than 
all the other sewers in town and should be relaid 
through Cherry to Union Street, with a larger pipe.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Milford, New 
Hampshire: Oe 


I herewith present my sixth annual report, the 
twenty-sixth in the series. I shall discuss but two 
topics: Teachers and Recommendations. 


: Teachers : 
My great duty has been to seek new teachers and 


‘substitutes. This has taken the major portion of my 


time. There are other duties I would like to, and 
should, perform. But the difficulties are numerous and 
the supply of teachers is limited. Let us discuss them 
with candor. Teachers are reluctant to accept posi- 
tions for many reasons. The salary must be adequate 
and somewhat comparable to that of the next town or 
city. Living conditions should be good. There are not 
enough people willing to supply both board and room 
for our teachers. These problems, and others we do 
not now have in mind, have confronted us more than - 
once. | 
In view of the circumstances in the above para- 
graph, I trust there is ample appreciation of the work 
of the teachers. We should consider it fortunate that 
more of the services rendered have not been curtailed 
or abandoned the same as has happened in many other 
towns. |

The need for people to train as teachers is very 
great. War-time birth rates are high. These children 
will soon be old enough for school. What, with more 
children and a smaller number of teachers, will be the 
result? Now is an excellent time for a young lady to 
train for an important post-war job, which gives secur- 
ity of employment at a more adequate salary than ever 
before. I urge you, perhaps in your own interests, to 
have your young people consider a teaching career. 

Recommendations | 

1. I believe that the following table of salaries is 
adequate to meet the situation. I suggest your study 
of the following, as indicative of what we would like 
to offer as inducement to come here or to retain: 


Training Ist year 2nd year 38rd year 
2 years $1200 $1300 $1400. 
3 years 1300 — 1400 1500 
4 years | 1400 1500 ~ 1600 
5 years 1500, 1600 1700 


A teacher might go from one bracket to another by © 
extra training and experience. Shop teachers would be 
paid more than the above, as well as those handling 
athletics. It should be recalled that the average salary 
of elementary women teachers last year was $1244.56; 
of secondary women teachers $1586.03. These figures 
will, without doubt, be more this year and still wee 
next year. 


2. A school lunch is under operation at the cree | 
moment. Some 180 pupils and teachers eat at the

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schools at noon. The supervision and direction of this 
program should be under the Home Economics depart- 
ment. 


3. Let me here beseech a greater degree of co- 
operation between the school and the home when it 
comes to athletics. To be sure, this school is the larg- 
est in the league. We ought to lead the league occa- 
sionally. But the mere fact that we are the largest 
school doesn’t imply that we automatically lead the 
league. There must be sacrifices which the boys and 
girls must make to reach that goal. Instead of examin- 
ing ones self for the cause of non-success, it is very 
easy to cast criticism in other directions. But, when it 
comes to personal matters of non-smoking and other 
training rules, we must look to the individuals and their 
parents. Breaks in conduct and training rules have 
hampered the success of the team this year. It must be 
remembered that this is a school; character and the 
proper training of youth are still the major functions. 
Of course, we would like to bolster our morale with a 
winning team. I recommend a little more parental in- 
terest in the whereabouts of youth at night. 


4. There are a few repairs that I recommend doing 
next year. For the past few years we have spent some- 
thing in keeping the desks in good order and painting 
some interiors. I think this policy should be continued 
as it is less expensive to do a little every year rather 
than to spend a large sum in one year. The roof at the 
Elementary School needs to be re-tarred this summer. 
_ There are certain spots at the Elementary building 
which need to be re-cemented. This is a major job and 
may require the expenditure of a large sum. I feel that 
no great harm will result by leaving this task to the 
summer of 1946, when financial obligations will be 
much eased by the release of debt payments on the 
building. The Elementary Building is free of debt 
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with the payment of $5000 asked for in the budget for _ 
1945-46. ? =§ 
I am very appreciative of the cooperation of the — 
School Board and citizens of Milford and the faithful 
efforts of the teachers.

Armed Forces 

_ This year we have had the misfortune to lose six 
boys who felt it their patriotic duty to leave school and 
_ join the armed forces. While I can appreciate their 
motives I feel that everything should be done to en- 
courage them to remain in school until after gradua- 
tion. Although most of the senior boys will enter some 
branch of the services after being graduated, I feel 
that until then they can best serve their country by re- 
maining in school. 


Vocational Testing | 

The seniors were very fortunate to have the oppor- 
tunity to take vocational tests which were given them 
by a member of the faculty of Boston University. The 
aims of these tests are two-fold: one, to indicate some 
field of interest in which the individual is suited and 
secondly, to determine whether that individual has 
any special aptitude for that field. There were five 
tests in the battery given and the time taken for giv- 
ing them took most of one school day. I feel that much 
good will result from this type of testing, and that 
these tests should be given every year. 


School Attendance 
School attendance on the whole has not been as 
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good as it might be. Although I realize there is a 
critical shortage of labor it must not be overlooked 
that the most important job a boy or a girl has in school 
is an education. Other countries have learned to their 
sorrow what happens when a child’s attendance at 
school is neglected. We must not make the same mis- 
take. i 
I strongly urge that parents watch closely their 
children’s attendance and do everything possible to 
see that they are in school. With few exceptions the 
only justifiable excuse for absence is sickness. Parents 
may easily check on attendance by examining their 
children’s report cards which are sent home to them 
four times a year, or by consulting with the school 
authorities. 

Another matter of great importance which should 
be brought to the attention of parents is that of tardi-— 
ness. Only too often excuses which children bring to 
school are flimsy indeed. A vital part of a child's edu: 
cation is to learn to be on time. 


Student Class and School Organizations _ 

If our way of living is to survive, and there is a 
grave question that it will even after we win the war, 
our boys and girls must be educated to take their 
places in a democratic society. If the schools cannot 
do this, then there can be little hope that it will be 
done. Our young people must be trained in the duties 
and obligations they owe rather than, and this is too 
often true, what society owes them. I have complete — 
confidence, however, that if properly directed they will 
do the right thing. At Milford High School we attempt 
to instil this spirit in a number of ways. We, as teach- 
ers, realize that an important part of a child’s develop- 
ment lies outside of formal class room activities. This 
is commonly known as the field of extra-curricular ac- 
tivities. 
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In the following I will briefly list and describe 
some of these activities: 


Class Organization: By popular elections each class 
elects its own class officers. It is the duty of the class 
president to preside at class meetings where class 
business is discussed and where all issues are decided 
by popular vote. At all meetings the class advisers 
help and direct. 


Student Council: This is a council of the whole 
school which meets regularly with the headmaster to, . 
discuss issues which concern all classes. As one who 
attends these meetings, my faith in democracy is fully 
justified when I observe the good sense and intelli- 
_ gence displayed at these meetings. 


Physical Education: Basketball and baseball are 
_ the principal sports at Milford High School. While we 
like to win our games it must not be forgotten that the 
primary purpose of sports in high school is to develop 
physical fitness and character. In addition our games 
should develop what we as Americans are proud of, 
sportsmanship, not only among the participants but 
among the spectators as well. 


Student Publication: Our school can be justly 
proud of its school publication, “Student Prints.” Our 
students have an opportunity to express themselves in 
words, the results of which are often excellent. 


School Plays: During the school year 1944-1945 
two class plays will be given. The value boys and girls 
receive from participating in this activity cannot be 
overestimated. It teaches them poise and develops the 
ability to speak before audiences, both valuable assets. 
It is my belief, however, that the standard of plays 
produced would be greatly improved if the whole 
school, rather than the individual classes, could sponsor 
them. During the basketball season it is often difficult 
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to find enough players who want to take par in class ts 
plays. | 

Other Stage Activities: These include assembly 
programs and activities like Stunt Night. In these ac-_ 
tivities teacher direction is at a minimum, and the di- 
recting and initiative rests largely with the student. 
Although participation is voluntary, the results prove 
what boys and girls can do at organizing and directing 
their productions. This is excellent training. Last year 
almost one hundred students participated in “Stunt 
Night.” 

Dance Club: A dance club was bonne this year 
under the able direction of a member of the faculty. 
Not only does-the student learn how to dance which is 
a valuable asset, but he also learns some of the social 
amenities necessary to a complete education. 

Other Activities: In this report will be found the 
Class Budgets which is a list of the activities of the | 
various classes. Through these activities we attempt 
to encourage social development which is so necessary 
to a successful life. | 

Music Activities: Under the able direction of our — 
music supervisor, several worthwhile musical programs 
are presented throughout the year, notably among 
them are the Christmas Concert and the music for 
graduation week. : 

Among other worthwhile activities are Tri-Y hd 
Hi-Y, whose purpose is to develop character training. 





We teachers at Milford High School realize there __ 


is much to be done. We try in our small way to de- 
velop boys and girls who will be a credit to their town 
and to their country. Often we do not succeed, but it 


is not because there is a. lack of desire or effort on our _ 


part. We also realize that without the full cooperation | 
of the home our efforts cannot be as effective as we 
would have them. For all of us is the great responsi- 
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bility of training young people who will one day bé the 
future citizens of the world, by no means a small task. 
In closing I wish to thank you for your splendid 


help to me while I have been in Milford. To the teach- 


ers of Milford High School, I am very grateful for your 
fine spirit of cooperation. I also wish to thank the 


_ parents and friends who have done so much to make 


my stay in Milford a pleasant one.

Keep in mind these simple rules: 


1. Always get a permit from your forest fire warden — 
before starting any fires in the open. Burning under 
certain conditions is permitted. 


2. Never burn unless you have enough help to con- 
trol your fire—a permit does not excuse you of negli- 
gence in case it gets away. ; 


3. Always report any uncontrolled fire promptly 
to your forest fire warden, Minutes lost are acres lost. 


4, Be especially careful with cigarettes, matches 
and pipes. Smokers caused most of our fires. 


5. Never leave a fire unless it is dead out. You can't 
feel safe while there is a spark left.
